For if the casting away of them be the reconciling of the world, what shall the receiving of 
them be, but life from the dead ’—Rom. xi. 15. 
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The Anniversary of the American Society for Meliorating the Con- 
dition of the Jews was celebrated at the City-Hotel in the city of New- 
York, on Friday evening the 14th May, 1824. 

The President, Peter Wilson, LL. D. having been prevented from 
attending the Anniversary of the Society, the senior Vice-President 
present, the Rev. Philip Milledoler, D. D., took the chair at half-past 
seven o’clock, and the exercises were commenced with prayer by the 
Rev. Samuel Blatchford, D. D. of Lansingburgh, N. Y. 

An abstract of the Annual Report of the Board of Directors was 
then read by the Rev. Stephen N. Rowan, D. D. 

On motion of the Rev. Joseph Sanford of Brooklyn, L. I., seconded 
by Mr. Primker, a convert from Judaism, of Germany, 

Resolved, that the Report just read be approved and adopted, and 
printed under the direction of the Board. 

On motion of the Rev. Phineas Bailey, of Pittsfield, Mass., seconded 
by Col. Alexander Jones, of providence, R. I., a delegate from the Auxi- 
liary Society there, 

Resolved, that the thanks of the Society be given to the Auxiliary So- 
cieties, for the zeal and perseverance they have manifested in promoting 
the interests of the Society, and for the contributions they have made to 
its funds. 

On motion of the Hon. David Daggett, of New Haven, Con., second- 
ed by the Rev. Samuel Blatchford, D. D., of Lansingburgh, N. Y., 

Resolved, that the thanks of the Society be given to the officers and 
directors for the services which they have gratuitously rendered during 
the past year. , 

On motion of the Rev. Edward Dorr Griffin, D. D., President of 
Williams College, Mass., seconded by the Rev. T. Russel, of Norfolk, 
Virginia, 

Resolved, that this Society view with lively satisfaction the organiza- 
tion of several new societies in Europe and America, during the past 
year, whose objects are similar to our own; and that we feel encouraged 
by their co-operation to persevere in our plans for meliorating the con- 
dition of the Jews. , 
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A collection amounting to $116 40 cents was then taken up in aid of 
the Society’s funds. An address was then delivered by Mr. John Ed- 
ward Zadig, a convert from Judaism, from Germany. 

The President having dismissed the assembly, the Society proceeded 
to elect Officers and Directors for the ensuing year. The Rev. Dr. 
M’Leod, Col. L. Loomis, and F. W. Porter, were appointed a committee 
to nominate suitable persons for Officers and Directors.

Substance of the Remarks made by the Rev. J. Sanford. 


Mr. CrarrmMan, 
It is not my intention to detain you and this Society and audience 


but for a few moments, while | make a few familiar observations sug- 
gested by the circumstances of this occasion. | 

It has been our privilege during the week to hear the reports of seve- 
ral benevolent societies—ail making exertions to glorify God and to do 
good to man. ‘These, when regulated by correct principles and con- 
ducted with a proper spirit, have no conflicting interests, no rival claims. 

The Sabbath School Society reports its progress and its prospects in 
making the word of God known to the rising generation, in telling them 
of the love of Jesus, and pointing them to immortality. 

The Missionary Society has detailed its efforts and its success in 
spreading the institutions of religion among the destitute at- home and 
abroad, by sending the living teacher with the Bible in his hand to ex- 
emplify its power and its blessedness. 

The Bible Society makes its Annual Record of the goodness of God, 
which has blessed its exertions and watched over it prosperity, while it 
has been labouring to send to every traveller through earth’s wilderness, 
a map of the path he must choose and pursue, if he would reach the 
promised land that lies beyond it. 

The Education Society gives us the result of its annual labours to 
find out united piety and talent in the obscurity, where it wastes its fires 
at the plough and the factory, and to bring it to the service of the 
church. 

All these institutions, Sir, like so many divisions of the army of God 
Almighty, which are invading the empire of darkness and overrunning 
the territories of death, have reported the events of the last campaign, 
and have already entered with higher hopes, and warmer hearts, and 
stronger hands upon the toilsome duties and delights of another year. 

But, Sir, something else seems to be wanting. There is a section of 
the moral world which has been overlooked. There is a province of 
Satan’s usurped dominion which has been omitted. 

Efforts are made to multiply copies of the Bible and to send them 
by the hands of the living teacher, to all the destitute of every age and 
in every land. But where is the nation from whom we have received 
the Bible? Where is the nation whose eventful history occupies so 
much of the sacred volume; whose splendid temple services, whose bleed- 
ing victims, and smoking altars have supplied so much of its richest 
language ? Sir, they are scattered among the nations of the earth ac- 
cording to the fearful predictions of the man of God. We know he is 
righteous in all his ways ; He is just in his judgments; but it is a most 
awful and mysterious providence that the nation which was separated 
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from all the rest of the world for the worship of the true God, and made 
the depository of his revealed will; whose worship consisted principally 
in the observanee of rites and the offering of sacrifices, most strikingly 
typical of the coming Messiah ; which was so wonderfully preserved, 
and so signally honoured, and from which the long expected Redeemer 
and prince was to descend, should be permitted to reject that Redeemer 
when he actually appeared; to shed his blood, and to have the awful 
curse of God Almighty resting upon all their generations for more than 
eighteen hundred years. 

But their dispersion, and all the circumstances of their condition 
through that mournful lapse of ages, has been one of the strongest evi- 
dences of the divine authority of the sacred Scriptures ; and upon that 
very authority we found our efforts and our hopes to relieve them—“ to 
meliorate their condition.” 

It is, Sir, most evidently our duty to send the Gospel to every crea- 
ture ; and, in order to send it to the Jews, we must place them in cir- 
cumstances to receive and examine it. The great mass of the Jews are 
geen ignorant of their own Scriptures, and still more so of the New 
‘Testament ; and, indeed, many of them have as little respect for Moses 
as for Jesus Christ, or even Mahomet. Make them acquainted with 
the Old Testament ; let them see what all the prophets have spoken, 
and then present to them the New Testament. By that heavenly influence 
with which God is pleased to accompany the reading of his own word, 
we miay expect soon to see the Jews convinced that those predictions 
have had their accomplishment in Jesus Christ; that the Shiloh has in- 
deed come ; that the Messiah has been born in the city of David: that 
the Fountain has been opened for sin and for uncleanness ; that the Rose 
of Sharon has sent forth its fragrance through the world ; that the Sun of 
Righteousness has risen upon the earth, and is chasing away the long 
long night of ages; that the Root of Jesse has put forth a Branch, 
whose leaves are for the healing of the nations. 

And all this, Sir, is something more than imaginary ; it is something 
more than probable: it is already matter of fact. The Jews are mani- 
festing a deep anxiety for the word of God; and the distribution among 
them of the Sacred Scriptures of the Old and New Testament, in a lan- 

uage they even hold sacred, is producing powerful, wonderful results. 

he ignorance of the multitude is becoming enlightened ; the prejudices 
of the most stubborn are beginning to give way ; the doubts of the most 
skeptical are beginning to yield, and their confidence in some Messiah 
yet to come, has long been shaken. 

They have been constrained to acknowledge that the sceptre has in- 
deed departed from Judah, and therefore the Shiloh must have come. 

That the Lord who was to “ come suddenly to his temple,” must have 
appeared, since that people with all its surpassing glory is in the dust, 
and a Turkish mosque occupies the place where it stood. | 

That the seventy weeks of Daniel wherever you can begin their com- 

utation, have long since passed by, and that the sacrifice and oblation 
ve ceased, and that, therefore, the Messiah must have been cut off. 

There are many, we are informed, on the continent, in this situation ; 
and there are many who have heartily, though secretly ; and there are 
many who have fully and publickly embraced the faith of the Gospel ; 
and they are stretching out their imploring hands to this land of civil and 
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religious liberty, that they may escape the intolerance of their Jewish 
brethren and countrymen, and the influence of that appalling anathema 
which is pronounced upon all who abandon the peculiarities of Juda- 
ism, and who, in a way which the Jews call heresy, wish to worship 
the God of their fathers. 

Sir, there is something grand and ennobling in the work this Society 
has undertaken. In every benevolent effort, the humblest actor is in a 
sense associated with angels, and the Being whom all the angels worship. 
But in this noble enterprise there is something above and beyond the or- 
dinary plans of Christian charity. We associate ourselves with that 
wonderful people which has been the subject of God’s signal favours or 
frowns all along the march of his administration. 

The history of the Jews contains more that is wonderful, more that is 
stupendous, than all the other records of the human family. Nay, itis 
the history of the Jews which contains the most interesting events that 
give importance to the history of the world. For them God has often 
put forth the energy of his Almighty power. Look back for a moment 
through a period of four thousand years, to the infancy of the nation. 
Mark the intercourse with Heaven, which was enjoyed by Abraham, 
and Isaac, and Jacob, and Moses, and Joshua. How often do we find 
the God of Israel suspending the laws by which the world is governed ; 
scourging the Egyptian oppressors of his people with an awful suc- 
cession of judgments; preparing a way for the escape of the Hebrews 
through the divided floods of the Red Sea; attending them along their 
march in a pillar of cloud by day, and of fire by night; coming down 
amid the blackness and tempest, and thunderings, and voices of Mount 
Sinai, to give them a law, and to speak with Moses face to face. When 
he would feed them the clouds shower down food. When he would 
give them water, the smitten rock of Horeb pours forth it floods. When 
their situation requires it, he stops the sun in the heavens. When he 
would execute some purpose of mercy towards them, or ef vengeance 
on their enemies, the dark caverns of the earth, the beasts of the field, 
the fowls of the air, and the monsters of the deep, are ready at his 
command. 

And God hath not cast away his people who have received such to- 
kens of his favour. He did not raise them up and preserve them merely 
that they might usher in the Sun of Righteousness, and then melt away 
and be forgotten. God’s holy Book contains many precious assurances 
that there is mercy in store for the sons of Abraham, and the message 
of the love of Jesus is still addressed to the lost sheep of the House of 
Israel. The Jews are still God’s people. To them first the Gospel was 
the power of God unto salvation; and though they were broken off 
from the olive-tree for unbelief, it is as true of Jews as of Gentiles, he 
that believeth shall be saved, and shall be graffed into the good olive-tree. 

Christians are beginning to awake to the claims and the sondition, 
the rights and the wrongs of the descendants of Abraham. Lflorts un- 
known before are making on both sides of the Atlantic. And may we 
not suppose God regards these efforts with peculiar approbation. If 
there is joy among the hosts around the throne, when any one sinner 
repents, oh what joy must be felt when one of the long lost and unbe- 
lieving Jews is brought into the kingdom of Emmanuel. 

With what interest think you do the spirits of Abraham, and Mo- 
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ses, and Joshua, and Samuel, and David, and all the patriarchs and pro- 
phets, and the apostles hover over this assembly to-night ! and oh, with 
what intense delight will they resume their songs, and with what loftier 
notes and bolder numbers will they strike their harps in glory, since 
the light of the Gospel is finding its way into all the tents of Jacob. 
One thought more, Sir, and I have done. The Report makes honoura- 
ble mention of the liberality of the females in this system of benevo- 
lence, and compares it with the favour the Hebrews found in the sight 
of the Egyptians, who lent them of their goods that they might come 
out “ with much substance,” according to the word of the Lord. This 
stands intimately connected with another fact. When Moses was com- 
manded to make the Tabernacle in the wilderness, the people were 
commanded to bring their free-will offerings to furnish the necessary 
materials, and they brought them in such abundance as to exceed their 
demand, and were directed to bring no more. 

Christians should manifest a zeal of this description. They are 
vommanded to bring their offerings, not to build the ‘Tabernacle, how- 
ever splendid and costly, nor the Temple which succeeded it, however 
grand and magnificent—but to build the spiritual Temple which is to 
be wide as the empire of Jehovah, of which the Lord God and the Lamb 
are to be the light and the glory; whose circumference is to embrace all 
the families of the Redeemer, and whieh is to be vocal for ever with 
that thundering Hallelujah, “ Blessing, and honour, and glory, and 
power, be unto him that sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb, 
for ever and ever.”

Address of Mr. G. F. Primker. 


The cause celebrated here at this time, touches myself so nearly, that 
I would not withstand, though a stranger, and little acquainted with your 
language, to express a few thoughts. It concerns a people to which I 
belong by birth and education ; yet more by that intimate connexion 
which characterises a nation, and distinguishes its members through all 
its generations. 

The Jews, a long series of centuries since, hold no place in the rank 
of nations, nor fill they a page in the book of history, except for their 
sufferings, which are read by the most of readers, as a slight fate of a 
contemptible people. Thus being unprosperous at present, they look 
for their prosperity to past and future times. 

When I was a boy, I was told and taught that my fathers once inha- 
bited their own country, being governed by their own kings, who were 
highly renowned for their valour, wisdom, and piety, reverenced by na- 
tions, and glorified by God ; that they died, and their successors sinned, 
and were given up, together with their people, to dispersion and captivi- 
ty, where we still are, suffering for their sins ; expecting, however, the 
Messiah, the Anointed of Jehovah, who shall terrify the nations and de- 
liver us, and lead us back unto our native Jerusalem, where we shall 
build a new temple, and offer new sacrifices. When I advanced in life,and 
the powers of youth arose within my breast, and I rushed into the world, 
aspiring and struggling in vain for light and truth—then I perceived life 
to have another point, another aim, and even another way unto that aim. 
I opened the Bible, the book of marvellous light, that sure foundation, 
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which settles and maintains equally the grand rules of society and the 
inward concerns of an individual ; it supplied my wants also, afiording 
me, through belief, what I never could obtain through knowledge. There 
{ saw the Messiah ; but instead of the deliverer of Israel, 1 saw him the 
Redeemer of the world; instead of the terror of nations, the messen- 
ger of peace ; and instead of future sacrifices, I saw himself a willing 
sacrifice for our salvation. 

And now I regarded that people which are forgotten in the books of 
the world, while mentioned upon every page of that holy book. There 
they appear at the extremity of tradition, guided by divine revelation, 
advancing and increasing under the emblems of everlasting religion ; 
their history the word of God, their example the seal of truth, and their 
interest that of Christendom. 

Misfortune, however, clouded these prerogatives and hid the Jewish 
people from the beams of human clemency. 

It is the object of natural life to satisfy itself by all means, not shun- 
ning bounds, nor sparing victims, snatching the weak, oppressing the 
oppressed, and usurping the utmost—for self-increase is its unalterable 
tendency. The tendency of moral life is self-devotion: it owns its ter- 
restrial state as strange and erroneous, its true character being plain and 
simple, born to peace, and agreeing with universal unity; its object, 
therefore, is not to separate, but to unite, not to spoil, but to bestow ; it 
cheers the weary, relieves the prostrate, becomes his advocate, and me- 
lorates his condition. | 

The Jews are generally accused of avarice, of the spirit of gain, of de- 
voting themselves too little to husbandry and trades, and still less to the 
higher offices of civil life, and to deserve on that account contempt and op- 
pression. This, however, ought to be considered as the consequence of con- 
tempt and oppression. Behold them in various ages persecuted from land 
to land, admitted here and there a little while, and expelled again; excluded 
everywhere, like strangers, from the rights of the inhabitants, and re- 
pulsed from places of honour; and who would blame them, if compelled 
by the necessity of self-preservation, they recur to the remainder of al- 
lowable expedients! especially by considering how readily they support 
those few allowances which have been granted them in recent times, 
and how they would undoubtedly improve under the auspices of liberty. 

Liberty is the claim of the oppressed, release from restraint and har- 
monious co-operation with his fellow-beings: nay, not so much the un- 
prevented use of outward advantages, as the free display of inward 
means. Liberty is not a thing external ; it may be called forth by an 
impulse without, but the place of its origin and succeeding is within ; 
roused, quickened, and maintained, it cannot be, but by the spirit of 
truth, by the voice of revealed religion: “The word of God is quick 
and powerful, and sharper than any two-edged sword, piercing even to 
the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and of the joints and marrow, 
and is a discerner of the thoughts and intents of the heart.” 

But here you encounter the chief disadvantage of the Jews, their op- 
position to the Gospel. They cannot be restored to their inheritance, 
without being restored “Israelites indeed,” tracing the faith of Abra- 
ham, losing the prejudices of Judaism, and gaining “the pearl of great 
price,” renouncing their vain expectation, and believing ‘that the Mes- 
siah is He, “ whom God hath highly exalted, and given a name, which 
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is above every name, being none other name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.” ‘The means of convincing them are 
contained in the Bible, and known to the Christian public, and success- 
fully employed by Missionaries, who love Israel, and ardently desire its 
salvation. 

But when they are convinced and converted, and, as it is generally 
the case, disdained by Jews, and refused by Christians, pressed by re- 
sentment and distrust, and delivered, as it seems, from their own preju- 
dices only for becoming sacrificed to those of others then they need 
a refuge, an asylum of charity, wherein the spirit of love, in which they 
believe, receives and restores them invested members of society. Yet this 
cannot be performed, except in a free country, and not any where so truly 
indeed, as in this country. Here they would completely enjoy that which 
all other countries but partly admit; and instead of scattering abroad 
singly after baptism, and frequently turning again to worldly neglect, 
they would gather themselves into a civil body, a Christian aggregation, 
and evidently learn amidst the bjessed privileges of this country, that 
“love is the end of the law, and God is love, manifested toward us in 
having sent his only-begotten Son into the world, that we might live 
through him.” 

And how would you rejoice by seeing “ the grain of mustard-seed be- 
coming a tree,” the poor neglected plant richly prospering among you; 
and by discovering in that misrepresented Israelite the countenance of a 
brothef, the image of God, smiling upon you in gratitude and delight ! 

Call them hither, the dispersed of Israel! they will follow your call. 
The spirit of religion spreading now through Europe, has entered also 
among them; they bear continually numerous instances of spiritual re- 
vivals, and will gladly set out for your shores. Receive them all—even 
the least, and “ you shall in nowise lose your reward !” 

But need I call for your assistance, and dare [ doubt of your benevo- 
lence! Do I not see before mea considerable number of gentlemen 
assembled and incorporated into one body, shelter and wall of the des- 
pised people, pleading their cause, and carrying their interest through 
all junctures and occurrences? Generous friends of man, flower and 
ornament of society, to whom I yield with all the feelings of my over- 
flowing heart! Are there not many in this highly respected assembly, 
who take already an active concern in those endeavours, and will in no- 
wise stop their favours ? 

Are not the people of this country ready for every liberal and immor- 
tal enterprise f a people, among which societies are established, sects 
united, and tribes connected—all aiming at the same ultimate accom- 
plishment of spiritual glory? And is not this country the home of 
liberty, the region of safety, where the guiltless retire, and the restless 
respire, and share the dealings of humanity? O, how this consideration 
exalts my soul, and extends my hope, that this nation will be the bene- 
factor, that this country will be the refuge of my unfortunate Jewish 
brethren !

Dr. Griffin’s Address. 
Mr. Present, 
In rising to speak on this occasion I find myself on new ground. 
Hitherto in pleading the cause of charity I have always stood in the 
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court of the Gentiles; now I seem to be brought into the inner temple. 
The shades of departed ages rise before me, and I seem to stand in the 
presence of Abraham and Moses and David. Iam powerfully remind- 
ed of what we owe toa long train of illustrious Jews for the word of 
God, and for prayers which have stood connected with our salvation 
and that of our parents and children. Who but Jews preserved and 
transmitted to us the treasures of the Old Testament? Who but Jews 
first brought the Gospel to our Gentile ancestors? And of the Jews, 
‘¢as concerning the flesh, Christ came, who is over all, God blessed for 
ever.” All this they have done, “and their debtors’’ we “ are; for if 
the Gentiles have been made partakers of their spiritual things, their 
duty is also to minister unto them in carnal things.” I know they are 
stained with their Saviour’s blood. I know that the fearful imprecation 
of the judgment hall cleaves to them. I know that they are the chil- 
dren of those who killed the Lord of the prophets, and will contemptu- 
ously spit on the ground whenever his name is mentioned. But it is not 
for us to avenge the wrongs of Christ. It were better to lay our hands 
on our mouths for what we have done. If to God they are still “ be- 
loved for the fathers’ sakes,’’ they may well be to us, 

But why single out the Jews, you say, since the proper object of Gos- 
pel charity is men? Because God has singled them out. Why have they 
been kept distinct by a wonderful providence for so many ages, but that 
they might one day become the object of distinct attention to the Church P 
What other ancient nation, torn from its own bed,’can now be traced P 
Who can distinguish the descendants of the Philistines or Ammonites or 
Carthagenians or Romans? ‘They are all swallowed up like drops’ in 
the ocean. ‘The Jews too have been cast into the ocean of nations; an 
ocean agitated with tempests ; yet they have not mixed with the waters, 
but have sunk degradedly to the bottom, and there have been kept dis- 
tinct like pearls in the caverns of the sea. Though dispersed more than 
any people,—though crushed and trodden down and pressed by 
every motive of present interest to lose their distinction in the common 
mass of mankind, they have adhered to their superstition with a perti- 
nacity never before equalled. Through trials and sufferings enough to 
shame and confound Christians, they have adhered to a form of religion 
in the absence of every religious feeling. Like the bush of Moses, al- 
ways on fire but not consumed, they still live a distinct people to bea 
monument of wrath,—they still live a distinct people to answer the great 
designs of mercy. 

Their restoration as a distinct nation to the bosom of the Church and 
to the land of their fathers, will, in its immediate and more remote in- 
fluences on the world, be one of the most important events in the history 
of mankind. “If the casting away of them be the reconciling of the 
world, what shall the receiving of them be but life from the dead?” By 
accomplishing predictions of a most improbable event, their restoration 
will do more to convince mankind of the truth of Christianity than a 
thousand volumes of arguments. The lectures which they will preach 
from Mount Zion will be more efficacious than the sermons of half the 
Gentile world. Even in this view the moral influence gained by their 
restoration will be cheaply purchased by ten times the sum expended on 
Gentile missions up to that day. But this is only the beginning. They 
are destined to be the occasion of the downfall of the Mahometan power 
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in a manner so signal as to convince many nations, and to change the 
remnant of the Mussulman armies into zealous instruments of converting 
the world. 

Most of these points are very clearly and circumstantially stated by 
the prophet Ezekiel.* “ In the latter days,” (1 quote his words,) after 
the land of Israel shall have been “ always waste,” and after the final 
return of the Jews, rich in “ silver and gold,” in “cattle and goods,” 
and while they are dwelling in “ unwalled villages,” (all which clearly 
distinguish the event from the return from Babylon;) at that time, 
“ Gog,” (the Scythian, ) “ the chief prince of Meshech and Tubal,” (that 
is, the lord of Greece,) who dwells to the “ north” of Judea, and owns 
the islands of the sea ; this power, drawing in its train the very nation, 
which compose the Turkish empire in Asia and Africa, and leagued al- 
so with Persia, (combining thus the strength of the Mahometan world ;) 
this power, urged on by anticipations of immense spoil, will precipitate 
an innumerable army of cavalry upon the land of Israel. But there 
they shall fall by pestilence, and by weapons turned against each other, 
and by rain and hail and fire from heaven, until but a “ sixth part” 
are left. And the Jews shall be employed “ seven months” in bury- 
ing the dead in the valley stretched out on the Mediterranean, while the 
broken weapons and carriages of the enemy will serve them for fire- 
wood “seven years.” By this wonderful interposition all Israel shall 
be finally convinced and converted to God; “all the men—upon the face 
of the ‘earth shall shake at” his “ presence ;” and “ many nations” 
shall be made to know that he is the Lord. 

The same events, with some additional circumstances, are noticed by 
other prophets. Zechariah? says that all nations shall be gathered against 
Jerusalem, and shall take it, and carry half of the people into tempora- 
ry captivity ; that God will ‘then exhibit himself in some extraordinary 
manner on Mount Olivet, and smite the enemy with pestilence, and 
turn their swords against each other; and that all who escape shall be 
converted into his zealous worshippers. Isaiahi tells us that in the day 
when God shall restore Jerusalem, he shall gather all nations to see his 
glory, and shall plead with all flesh by fire and sword, and shall destroy 
many ; that some of those who escape shall go forth as missionaries 
through the countries on each side of the Mediterranean and beyond the 
seas, to declare his glory among the Gentiles, while others of them 
shall go to the dispersed of Israel, and bring them home over land, “ upon 
horses and in chariots and in litters and upon mules and upon swift 
beasts;” that all men shall be converted to the worship of God, and 
Israel shall no more be forsaken. Daniel too,§ after noticing the esta- 
blishment of the Turkish dominion in the holy land, looks forward to 
the time when the Turk, alarmed by “ tidings out of the east,”’ (respect- 
ing the return of the Jews, no doubt,) “shall go forth with great fury to 
destroy,” and shall invade the holy land, and there “ shall come to his 
end.” He tells us that it will be “a time of trouble such as never was 
since there was a nation;” that the Prince of Israel will fight for his 
people ; that with this conflict will terminate the !260 years of trouble ; 
that “ many shall run to and fro, and knowledge shall be increased,” and 
they shall “ turn many to righteousness ;” that after the close of the 1260 
years, another period shall elapse of thirty years, (probably — in

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gathering the rest of the Jews and the ten tribes,) and another of forty- 
five years, (probably taken up in completing the conversion of the Gen- 
tiles,) and then comes the full splendour of the millennial day. 

If then you would hasten the conversion of the world, urge forward 
the restoration of the Jews. ; 

The close of the 1260 years terminates the apostacy in the west 
as well as that in the east;* and Faber has shown that the Romish 
church and the Mahometan power will expire at the same time. ‘That 
course of things in Europe which is gradually tending to the catastrophe 
in the west, is one amidst all its varieties. Different parts of this series 
will be developed in succession ; but the first new event marked in pro- 
phecy, will be, I think, the restoration of the Jews. The world are 
waiting for this. Nothing can be done till it is accomplished. The 
course of things Must stop if it be delayed beyond its time. And the 
time is near, much nearer perhaps than we imagine. According to Fa- 
ber it cannot be more than forty years distant, and not much above twen- 
ty if the 1260 years are Chaldaic. And it may be much nearer. I know 
of nothing in prophecy that would be contradicted by it should it come 
tomorrow. ‘The motions in Europe in favour of the Jews indicate that 
the time is fast approaching. ‘The prejudices of the Jews themselves 
are giving way, and an expectation seems to be spread among them that 
the time of their deliverance is at hand. 

Grudge not the expense of their restoration. It is the most econo- 
mical course you can take. For when they are restored to their coun- 
try and their God, you will have missionary funds enough. A large 
part of the moveable wealth of Christendom and of the Turkish em- 
pire would accompany them home. Fast property, for the most part, 
they have none. They are strangers in every land. ‘Their eyes are ever 
towards their own Canaan. They are always ready for their journey. 
Load your ships of Tarshish, spread your sails, and bear out to seaa 
richer cargo than ever floated the Atlantic. I hear a voice from heaven 
saying, “Surely the isles shall wait for me, and the ships of Tarshish 
first, to bring thy sons from far, their silver and their gold with them, 
unto the name of the Lord thy God.” And as the sacred fleet comes 
in through the Mediterranean with the flight of a bird, an eye perched on 
Mount Zion descries the “ sail-broad vans” like a white cloud in the 
horizon, and a voice inquires, “ Who are these that fly as a cloud and as 
the doves to their windows ?”+ Ay, as doves to their windows. When 
the poor feathered wanderers are overtaken by the tempest or pursued 
by ravenous birds, how precious do these refuges appear; how ear- 
nestly do they long after the sheltering cabin. With far greater desires 
will this “nation scattered and peeled,” this nation “ meted out and 
trodden down,” this nation which every hand has plucked and ey 
foot has spurned, look forward to their own Jerusalem and to the land of 
their rest. When fleeing from a world in arms, from hard hearted hate, 
from frowns and injuries and insults, how will they look forward to the 
vallies and glens of Canaan as so many windows of a dove, a home after 
all their wanderings, a rest after all their toils, a shelter from all their 
dangers.

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And while they are waiting for the portals of Palestine to open, shall 
not this interesting people find an asylum with us? Let there be one 
spot where they shall receive the kindness,due even to brutes. The in- 
justice and cruelty which they have experienced from baptized nations 
are an everlasting blot on the Christian world. Although in this un- 
broken course of persecution and scorn the nominal followers of Christ 
have been executing the divine sentence, yet, like Nebuchadnezzar, their 
heart meant not so: and this abuse from the Christian world has served 
only to prejudice the Jews still more against Christianity, and with a 
thicker “ drop serene” to quench “ their orbs.” Proscribed and hunted 
in Europe and Asia and Africa, they want, in these ends of the earth, an 
asylum, where, under kinder treatment, their hearts may be won to Chris- 
tianity, and where, with an unruffled mind, they may examine its claims ; 
where they may cultivate the sciences, and raise up able and learned 
missionaries to send to their brethren throughout the world. Without 
being brought together into one peaceful community, to learn the arts of 
life, the science of legislation, and the maxims of political wisdom, how 
are that depressed people ever to become prepared to conduct their own 
civil and political concerns and all the interests of a separate nation? 
And where in all the world should this asylum be found but in this land 
of freedom, this last retreat of liberty, known through the earth as the 
asylum of the oppressed? We have given a refuge to the oppressed of 
all other nations, now at last let us open our doors to the most oppressed 
of all,to those from whom we received the records of salvation, who 
have the blood of Abraham and David in their veins, and who in all 
their wanderings occupy so much of the care of heaven. It will be an 
honour to our country to have it told through the world, that when ne 
other region on earth would receive the ancient people of God, they 
found a refuge in the tranquil shades of America. And of all places this 
is the most fitted. Take them home, imbue them with the spirit of your 
own institutions, and then send them back to kindle up the light of liberty 
in Asia, and to break the rayless night of despotism which now breods 
over one entire quarter of the globe. It is what we owe to the sacred 
cause of liberty by which we ourselves have been lifted to heaven. It is 
only a reasonable tax for our birthright. 

I love to trace the obscure glances cast at America from the mount of 
vision, as though from a consciousness of the future relationship between 
this undiscovered land and Asia. ‘Thus David: “If I take the wings 
of the morning and dwell in the uttermost parts of the west.’ Thus 
Malachi: “ From the rising of the sun even unto the going down of the 
same my name shall be great among the Gentiles, and in every place in- 
eense shall be offered unto my name and a pure offering.” And since 
the Hebrews gave the name of islands to all countries over sea, perha 
I may add the words already quoted from Isaiah, “ Surely the isles shall 
wait for me ;” that is, to bring my family home. Let America from her 
western hills reflect back the morning light which she received from 
Asia, and thus explain why the eyes of eastern seers went before Co- 
lumbvs to this distant land. 

Doubtless the projected establishment ought to be regulated with ex- 
treme caution and watched over with unceasing vigilance. It is not, as 
ifs enemies would represent, to pamper indolence and hypocrisy. It 
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ought soon to be made to support itself, except so far as respects the 
education of missionaries, and perhaps, while the colony is small, the 
partial maintenance of a minister. ‘The expense of the passage from 
Europe should be provided for there. The establishment will not long 
be wanted for the Jews ; but while it is wanted, it will probably do good 
enough to outweigh a million times the value of the property, and after- 
wards it may be sold to transport the colonists to Palestine, or be dis- 
sed of in aid of some other charity. 

In this artless manner I have spread the case before you. It is enough 
that it stands forth in its own native form. It needs not the aid of elo- 
quence. I will make but one appeal: if ever you heard of the self-de- 
nials and prayers of Abraham for you,—if ever you were refreshed by 
the warblings of David’s harp,—if ever the labours of an Isaiah for the 
Gentile Church came into mind,—if ever the toils and sufferings of 
Peter and Paul and John, or the sorrows of Jesus of Nazareth; by the 
prayers of Abraham, by the melodies of David, by the toils of apostles, 
and by the sufferings of Christ, I beseech you, have compassion on their 
brethren.

Mr. Zadig’s Address. 


RespecteD AUDIENCE, 

This day the Anniversary of a Society so benevolent in its nature, 
and so persevering in its efforts for the salvation of my brethren in the 
flesh, is too remarkable, and too interesting to me, to be past without 
expressing to you the feelings with which my mind is affected. But be- 
fore I come to that purpose, I beg you to exercise some patience towards 
the imperfection with which I may do it, having been only a few 
months in your blessed country, and of course not perfectly acquainted 
with your language. 

I proceed with a short sketch of my past life and the methods used 
by the Lord to show me my sinfulness, and to teach me what I must do 
to be saved. 

Early was divine grace favourable to me. When I had attained such 
an ageas to be able to learn the elementary knowledge needed in common 
life, I was brought, according to the will of my parents, into a Christian 
boarding-school, under the care of a venerable gentleman : and although 
it was not the object of this man to convert his Jewish pupils from Ju- 
daism to Christianity, yet it was the custom in that school, that every 
pupil should read in the morning both in the old and new Testaments ; 
and this exercise was always accompanied with his instructive ex- 
hortation. 

This religious instruction, however, not known by my father, had 
produced in me already an aversion towards learning Hebrew, in which 
I had a Jewish teacher; and though my father was informed of my 
idleness, being his favourite, I was always pardoned, and finally re- 
ceived the permission to intermit this study until I should leave that 
school. The Christian instruction which I then enjoyed, was the fun- 
damental reason of all my future actions. It produced in me the 
knowledge of the unhappy and ruined state of my soul, and however I 


was clothed before men, with innoeenee, I still was chargeable with hu- 
man depravity. 
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Though the consciousness of it was deeply implanted in my mind, 
I had not then received strength to follow this way of salvation ; and 
when my father perceived this change of opinion, he placed me in a 
eounting-house, thinking that another kind of business would destroy 
these ideas. But it was in vain, where the Lord, by his holy word, 
produced an effect, no human power is able to resist. He showed me 
the way to happiness and heaven. 

I passed six years in these circumstances, in which I used the leisure 
in comparing the old and new Testaments. I found that Jehovah had 
sent the glad tidings of salvation to all mankind ; that he had already 
fulfilled the promises of the Messias, who was offered to his ancient 
people, and being rejected by them, was received by the heathen. 
More and more grows in me the resolution to embrace openly the offers 
of salvation. But how must I begin? There arose a multitude of 
difficulties. Depending on my parents, (for before I was twenty-four 
years old, I was a minor, according to the laws of Prussia,) edacated 
and living in the most comfortable situation through them, I had much 
to contend with the feelings of this world, in prospect of renouncing 
them and my dear brothers, for Christ ? 

Must I renounce all for his name? These things affected my heart. 
But merciful was the Lord—lI received the power from above. My 
prospects of temporal advantages having proved delusive, I left the 
house of my parents and went to France, having some acquaintances 
in the city of Paris. I spent there three years in which I had many. 
trials to overcome. Having attained my 24th year, I went back to 
Germany, and being provided with recommendations to Cologne, I re- 
solved to subject me there to an examination on the fundamental doe- 
trines of the Christian Religion. 

On the 25th of May, 1823, after the sermon was finished, I was ac- 
cepted before the whole congregation, in the Christian church, and 
baptized by the counsellor of the consistory, the Rev. Mr. Kraft, assist- 
ed by the Rev. Dr. Bruck. I was now a member of the visible church 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, and wrote home an account of this happy 
transaction, but received no answer from my parents. ‘This was hard 
for me to be separate from all that was dear to my heart. I sought in 
God, consolation and trust, and in his holy commands, in place of fa- 
ther, mother and brother. I shall ever feel this wound, and only be- 
yond the grave will it be healed. 

I must remark that I am the second of six brothers. My eldest bro- 
ther, who had the same feelings with myself, corresponded constantly 
with me, and all our sentiments on that holy subject, were always in 
one accord, therefore he also left our parents, and under the protection 
of some distinguished gentlemen of my native country, he was bap- 
tized in the Lutheran church. 

_ These two events were not the only causes which produced the aver- 
sion of my parents; our mutual efforts, under the blessings of the 
Lord, were crowned with success ; our brother Gustavus was persuaded 
of the truth of the Gospel, and being found fit by the consistory to re- 
ceive baptism, he was baptized privately two months before I left the 
continent. Through the influence of my oldest brother, who is now 
agent in a royal zinc manufactory, he was taken under the care of some 
gentlemen, and is now studying in Berlin. 
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Three of my brothers are still Jews ; but I hope and am sure that the 
Lord will hear my prayer, and remove the veil which hangs over their 
eyes, and guide them to the pool of that atoning blood which was shed 
for sinners. 

On account of this open confession, entirely cut off from my brethren, 
according to the flesh, and exposed to persecutions of different kinds, 
I resolved, after the counsel of my friends, to leave the continent, and 
to go recommended, either by way of Amsterdam, or Liverpool, to 
America. 

Unacquainted, however, with the constitution of this Society so be~ 
nevolent towards my brethren, according to the flesh, but well instruct- 
ed, that liberty and religion are the chief corner-stones of this blessed 
land, I was firmly resolved to come without delay; and I find myself 
not deceived. 

Arriving towards the end of the past year, I was accepted as a bro- 
ther, and though unacquainted with the language, every kindness was 
shown me to overcome the inconveniences of its acquirement ; and in- 
deed North America is that place where friends and country can be 
recovered. 

Gratitude and love for the kind inhabitants of New-York and Prinee- 
ton will be extinguished only with the last gasp of my life. 

During my travels on the continent, I perceived that the Lord had 
evidently begun to sow the seed amongst my brethren in the flesh, 
which I cannot but consider as a preparation for greater-things, and at 
least as a sure token that you, dear brethren in our Lord, have not en- 
tered upon the great work, in which you are engaged, at all too soon. 

The remarks of strangers who sojourn but a short time in small 
towns, and have no opportunity to look over a whole country, ought 
not to be regarded as worthy of any importance ; but eye-witnesses 
who have spent many years in contemplating these things, may be fully 
believed. 

May you be, therefore, encouraged by the Lord, to press on with re- 
newed vigour and animation for time tocome. The Lord has blest, ho 
will still bless your labour of faith and charity. 

May you A is discover proper means to spread abroad beyond the 
ocean, your benevolent intentions for the welfare of Israel, to that 
people who were once the first of all nations, but now the least, evi- 
dently labouring under the accumulated malediction of the Most High! 

Deep is the sleep of death, and for any to raise themselves from it, 
without the energetic operation of the Gospel, is a species of miracle 
unknown to a church. If the Church and her watchmen sleep, well 
may Israel sleep. 

The desire of nations is even now establishing his peaceful kingdow. 
Happy are they who have part in this first resurrection. 

The ministers of the sanctuary lift up their voice with strength, and 
cry to this ancient people Israel, “ Behold your God!” Jews and Gen- 
tiles, high and low, rich and poor, lift up your heads, for your redemp- 
tion draweth nigh; that time approaches when two religions derived 
from the same root, shall no longer be opposed to each other, but be 
united in the fair harmony of Bible truth ; then shall the kingdoms of this 
world become the kingdom of our Lord and of bis Christ. 
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Christians! who honour your name, and reflect honour upon it, by 
the faith of Jesus, you are ingrafted on the stock of Israel. Abraham is 
your father, and you partake of the fatness of that noble olive. It is 
for you to care for the natural branches, who have degenerated into a 
wild olive, and with brotherly kindness again to ingraft them into their 
own olive. 

Ye are not of the evil one to say, “ Am I my brother’s keeper ?” So 
ehanged was Joseph by time, but chiefly by the garb and majesty of 
Egypt’s Lord, that his brethren, while conversing with him, knew him 
not. They never would have known him, had not his affectionate heart 
impelled the discovery, and produced the decisive evidence. “I am 
Joseph your brother, whom ye sold into Egypt.” How shall our hea- 
venly Joseph be made known to his brethren? for they will never 
recognize him until he first manifest himself to them ; nor is it to be 
expected that he will say to every Jew, as to the favoured Israelite, Saul 
of Tarsus, “1 am Jesus, whom thou persecutest.”” How then shall he 
manifest himself, if not by his ministers and people ? 

Brethren in our Lord! be not “slow of heart to believe all that the 

rophets have written concerning him.” And by the glorified spirits of 
all venerable Jews, and by the labour and blood of every apostle, who 
lived and died for us, “ I beseech you, refresh the bowels of our Lord 
Jesus. Let him see of the travail of his soul, and be satisfied. 

In the extensive humanities of Americans, all other wants and mise- 
ries find refuge and supply. The perishing souls of Jews and Hea- 
then can hope for succour from none but Christians. 

The arms, laws, and liberties of North America are famed through- 
out the world. 

Christians ! crown all the glories of your country. In all lands, may 
be published her sons, as the servants of God, the fairest lights of Chris- 
tianity, the friends of human kind, and the benefactors of Jews and 
Gentiles ! 

And now, O God! hear the poor petition of a sinful worm! Sane- 
tion with thy blessing those societies which are endeavouring to do 
good to thine ancient people, and to promote thy glory; guide them 
eonstantly by thy counsel, and crown their efforts and patient hope 
with glorious success. Amen.
